The Utilities Branch of the Department of Cable and Consumer Services will share information
about ratio utility billing and energy efficiency strategies at the September meeting.

National Realty Partners, a community association management company, has agreed to share
information with the Commission about renters in condominiums. Tentative dates are October 18,
or November 15, 2012.

Investigator Tom Polhemus, Financial Crimes Section, and Detective Mike Dean, Criminal
Investigation Unit, of the Fairfax County Police, shared information about rental scams and other
fraudulent activities that impact Fairfax communities. Questions were answered and precautions
offered to keep citizens aware and alert for fraud and scams.

§ 15.2-2119 of the Virginia Code, which requires fees and charges for water and sewer service for
tenants, was discussed.
